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CITY EMPLOYEES GET PAY RAISE

The Elba City Council vo- 
ted a 10% pay raise for all 
city employees Tuesday ni- 
ght. The action was taken 
after several weeks of study 
by the members of the coun- 
cil. Enployees salaries: are 
reviewed once a year for any 
possible adjustments in sala- 
ries. 

All members of the city 
government were present ex- 
cept Councilman Virgil Cole- 
man, who was attending a two 
week school at the University 
of Alabama. 

During the pay raise dis- 
cussion, Police Chief Johnston 
and Street Superintendent Ward 
were placed on salary rather 
than the hourly basis used in 
the past for all employees 

Following approval of the 
pay raises, Councilman Ch- 
arles Ellis suggested that when 
any employee quits, the clerk 
fcheck with the council before 
replacing that person. Ellis 
said this was only to see if 
cuts could be made to cover 
the increases in salaries 

The increase in salary will 
cost about $9.13 an hour -- 
$365.00 a week and $1,899.04 


a month, if all employees work 
an even forty hours, according 
to figures released by City 
Clerk Jack Prescott 


The Elba City Council tur- 
ned down a request by the 
Coffee County Probate Judge 
for ten parking spaces in fr- 
ont of the courthouse annex 
to be used by school board 
employees. Clerk Prescott 
was instructed to inform the 
Judge that it would be unfair 
to others if an exception was 
made in this case. 

Recreation Director Alvin 
Cordell was present at the 
meeting and a lengthly discu- 
ssion between him and the co- 
uncil evolved into a plan to 
encourage more financial help 
from. the community. This 
included selling advertising sp- 
ace at the little league ball- 
parks, a bar-b-que and possi- 
bly securing commercial sp- 
onsors for the little league te- 
ams next year. 

Also Cordell was encour- 
aged to rush up the bidders on 
the replacing of the river pool 


County Vote Light On 
Amendments 


The vote turnout last week 
was very light as expected 
Voters in Elba and Coffee Co- 
unty showed very little in- 
terest in .either of the two 
constitutional amendments, re- 
cording only 1,723 votes on 
the bond issue for the docks 
and 1,712 in the annual ses- 
sions issue. 

The multi-million dollar 
bond issue for expanding the 
state docks received overwhel- 
ming approval from the voters 
of Coffee County with 1,494 
voting-in favor to 229 oppo- 
sed. Statewide the issue 
passed also. Elba voters ap- 
proved the measure 227 to 19 

The bill allowing = an- 
nual sessions for the Alabama 
Legislature passed statewide 


in Alabama but the voters in 
Elba and Coffee County said 


no to that matter by a vote of 
"92 against and 720 in favor. 


Elba voters turned it down 
136 to 106. 
The town of Kinston ap- 


proved the annual session 27- 
24 as did the voters at Dan- 
ley Crossroads with an over- 
whelming vote of 25 to 0. 

The voters at Danley Cr- 
ossroads (Beat 2) also appro- 
ved the docks bills wholehea- 
rtedly with a 20-0 approval 
of the issue. 

There were no absentee vo- 
tes cast in this election.

Deadline Is Near 
Filing Disaster Relief 


James C. Barksdale, Dis- 
trict Director, SBA - Birm- 
ingham, a™nounced today that 
the eligibility period for filing 
applications for disaster loans 
as a result of the floods and 
severe storms which hit Ala- 
bama in April 1975 will expire 
on June 23, 1975. 

Those persons who reside 
in Escambia, Conecuh, Monroe, 
Covington, Coffee, Geneva, and 
Dale Counties and adjacent ar- 
eas who suffered property loss 
from the Ap~‘l floods are urged 
to contact the SBA Disaster 
Office in Birmingham at 
"08 South 20th Street or call 
325-3943 as soon as possible 
prior to the June 23 Closing 
Date. Those persons in El- 
more County will have until 
July 7 to file applications. 

Under its Disaster Loan 
Program SBA can assist cha- 
ritable institutions, busine 

2s, and individuals located 
in those counties covered by the 
Presidential disaster declara- 
tion to replace or repair real 
and personal property dama- 
ged by the floods and severe 
storms. - Loans are made at a 
5% interest rate for terms up 
to 30 years. Businesses may 
borrow up to $500,000 while 
individuals are limited to$50,- 
000 for real property and $10, - 
000 for personal property, with 
a combination not exceeding 
$55,000. Loans are limited to 
the amou t necessary to res- 
tore those affected to pre- 
disaster condition In each 
case the applicant must be able 
to show evidence of sufficient 
earnings to repay the reque- 
sted amounts. Loans of $5,000 
or less may be made on an 
unsecured basis, but all loans 
above that amount must be se- 
cured with a lien on the re- 
stored property

Sewer Fees To 


Increase 


October Ist 


Beginning October Ist sewer 
rates in Elba will increase at 
least 75¢ a month. The long 
discussed rate increase was 
approved Tuesday night by the 
City Council 

Currently Elba residents 
are paying $2.50 a month for 
sewage service. Underthenew 
plan residents will pay $3.25 
while commercial and indus- 
trial customers will pay the 
minimum $3.25 plus 25¢ per 
thousand gallons of water used 
over three thousand gallons. 
This means that a business 
that uses four thousand gal- 
lons of water a month will pay 
$3.50 for sewage. 


The lengthly discussion a- 
bout the proposed increase be- 
gan with Mayor Sawyer noting 
that the sewage system was 


operating at a loss each month ° 


and the general fund could not 
continue supporting the main- 
tenance. 

Councilman Charles Ellis 
at first was opposed to the 
increase saying, “A lot of peo- 
ple are unemployed, their in- 
come gone and this is also 
reflected in the merchants 
downtown. I personally feel 
that rather than increase ra- 
tes, we should cut back ex- 
penses somewhere.” However, 
Ellis later supported the incr- 
ease after adding an amend- 
ment to postpone the increase 
until October 1, when he felt 
the economy would possibly 
be in better shape. 

Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
then said, “My feelings are 
the same as Charles’, I couldn’t 
have said it better. Even if 
we have to lay off someone, I 
feel we shouldn’t increase any- 
thing.” Vaughan stuck by his 
statement and opposed the rate 
increase, 

Councilman John W. Sharp- 
less agreed with both Ellis and 
Vaughan but added, “You well 
know the Light and Water Bo- 
ard did the same thing -- put- 
ting off the increase until they 
had to borrow money from the 
banks to bail themselves out 
of trouble.” 

Mayor Sawyer then added, 
“There is no question about the 
need for doing this, but the 
time to do it is up to you 
councilmen.” 

Sharpless then made a mo- 
tion to accept the recommenda- 
tion of the consulting engineer 
and increase the rates to $3.25 
for residential and the 25¢ per 
thousand for others. Coun- 
cilman Ben Carpenter seconded 
the motion and after an amen- 
cement by Ellis to postpone it 
until October Ist, the motion 


passed with only Councilman 
Vaughan voting against the ac- 
tion.

Freedom of choice is a ba- 
sic right in this country, yet 
in Alabama this right is being 
partially deprived us in the 
matter of the health services 
we desire. Some health insu- 
rarce carriers in our state 
limit our coverage of primary 
health care service to that 
performed by the medical pro- 
fession. This means that many 
people are restricted to one 
type of health care whether they 
like it or not. They have no 
alternative unless they pay 
from their own pocket for their 
care, regardless what they pay 
for insurance. This is com- 
plicated by the fact that most 
people are insured through th- 
eir employers and therefore 
have little to say about which 
insurance they actually help 
pay for. 

Chiropractic is one of the 
alternatives to medicine that 
is available. As a doctor of 
chiropractic, I am thrilled that 
our state legislatures are pre- 
sently formulating an insur- 
ance equality act that will give 
us our freedom of choice inthe 
type of health relief we seek 
with the cost of our insurance. 
This will help remove from 
many, many thousands of Chi- 
ropractic patients some of the 
burden of expense that had pre- 
viously been in addition to the 
cost of their health insurance, 
for a vital health service they 
deem necessary.

from the time you plant them, 


until you get them through the 
Ca This is the way Ben 
elms of Route 4, Enterprise, 
in the Mt. Pleasant community 
summed gp. his successful 
peanut production program. 
Helms and his son Bob average, 
4584 pounds per acre on 49.7 
acres. He placed third in the 
Alabama Peanut Producers 
Association sponsored contest 
Occasionally, I think about 
what it does to a farmer men- 
tally to Succeed in growing pea- 
nuts the way Helms and his 
son have. I asked the older 
Helms, “How do you feel when 
you have done a good job and 
succeeded beyond your expec- 
tations?” He said, “We are 
competitors. We like to ex- 
cel in what we do and be 
successful in what we are do- 
ing. It gives us satisfaction 
and confidence. My son’s atti- 
tude was that he wasn’t satis- 
fied with being third in the 
state. He wants to be first 
next year.” 


“How did we make the good 
yield? We used 80 pounds of 
seed per acre. We got a good 
stand. That is the first re- 
quirement. If you have skippy 
peanuts, it hurts. We put them 
in the ground 2 1/2 - 3 inches. 
Another thing is we don’t plow 
peanuts to death. We run 
a rolling cultivator over them 
when they are just a few in- 
ches wide. Last year we were 
fortunate. We had rain, butthe 
other people in the area had 
the same rain we did. In some 
fields we made twice as many 
peanuts as in others. We are 


following about 65 acres be- | 


hind Bahia grass this year 
and about 30 behind corn.” 


Asked: about what he had 
learned, Helms continued, “You 
could say you have to love 
to grow peanuts. They res- 
pond to tender, loving care. I 
think good seedbed preparation 
is essential, and certainly the 
fertilization program is very 
important. I like to plant pea 
nuts behind Bahia grass. How 
many years should the land be 
behind Bahia grass. You wo- 
uld need it in grass for three 
or four years. It takes a 
couple of years for grasstoget 
established. I would go behind 
corn or gran sorghum if I 
could not plant behind grass.” 


Heims was asked if he knew 
in advance that he would be 
making a record yield. He 
said, “From the very begin- 
ning I knew we had good pros- 
pects. When I! started plow- 
ing them up, I knew they looked 
good. Frankly, I didn’t know 
I had that high a yield until we 
got them across the scale. One 
thing that helps in making a 
high yield is consistency. If 
the peanuts are good from one 
end of the-row to the other, 
it is fine. But if you have 
weak places along, you won’t 
have as good a yield. Weare 
adding 0-24-24 now to those 
places in the field that are 
weak. We like to strengthen 
the weak areas.” 

On the leafspot Helms said, 
“Absolutely, we are on a good 
leafspot control program. We 
have already sprayed one time 
using one nozzle per row. We 
will go to three nozzles from 
now on. There is no sign of 
leafspot even though our pea- 
nuts were a little more than 
6 inches across when we sp- 
rayed. Now they are 12-15 
inches acrgss. For weeds 
we are going to put Butoxone 
in with the next spraying of 
Bravo. We are getting the 
citrons out by hand.” 

Someone has said, “If you 
think you can or if you think 
you can’t, you're right.” I 
was reminded of thisasI talked 
with Helms about peanut pro- 
duction. There is a lot to be 
said for the advantages of th- 
ingking positively and confi- 
dently. M. D. Bond, our pea- 
nut specialist at Auburn, has 
Said in the past that growers 
need to have confidence intheir 
ahility to grow high and pro- 
fitable yields of peanuts. There 
very well could be more to 
this philosophy of being con- 
fident than previously thoyght. 


WEATHER TRENDS 

I can’t believe that we are 
having this kind of rain in 
June! From mid-May to mid- 
June has been almost unbelie- 
vabie. it 1S sO aitterent from 
any 30-day period I can re- 
member. Ordinarily, the per- 
Ki May 15 - Jun~ 15 is very 
dry It gets hot, corn and 
other plants wilt, and we are 
almost praying for a rain this 
time of the year. ‘But then 
this year has been different 
altogether. 

When rainfall varies from 
the normal, farmers and county 
agents worry. Most of thém 
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are well pleased withthe rain- 
fall so far during the past 
30 days. But a lot of them are 
concerned about it stopping off 
in late June and ruining a 
lot of corn, 1 guess the only 
thing we can do is just have 
confidence that we will get 
enough rain when we need it 


to make a crop 

We could make a fantas- 
tic corn crop if we continue 
to get rainfall. The same thing 
is true for peanuts if it con 
tinues, but not too much, ot 
in July or August

Graceville, Fla., will conduct 
a five-session shortcourse on 
rose culture. This program 
will continue each Tuesday 
night from 7:30 until 9:30. The 
program will be held in the 
large lecture room of the En 
terprise State Junior College 
This is the building to your 
left as you approach the main 
administration building 


Dr. Bennett has had quite 
a, bit of experience in growing 
roses. He taught ashortcourse 
at the college in 1974 with a 
large group of people attending 
He said, “I hope we get a sim- 
ilar response this time. Nea- 
rly all who attended that class 
are now growing fine roses, and 
1 will guarantee to remove all 
luck from rose culture except 
for the weather.”

, English peas have been har- 


vested. Most folks have a 
small garden area. Why not 
just make it a practice that 
when a crop matures, remove 
the old vines and stalks and 
prepare the land for another 
crop. With the water, rain, 
sunshine and climate we have 
here in Coffee County, we can 
grow a lot of vegetables. Good 
luck!

OUTDOOR FURNITURE 
Aluminum outdoor furniture 
chairs = chaises, rockers, 

etc. -- can add much to your 
enjoyment of your patio, back- 
vard or camping trips. Alu- 
minum furniture has recently 
been improved. Now you can 
get folding furniture that 
doesn’t tip, has strong locking 
devices and has been treated 
to prevent oxidation. 

Aluminum furniture’ re- 
quires little care -- an occa- 
sional sudsing and rinsing is 
all it needs to stay nice and 
shiny You can brighten the 
shine by rubbing the metal 
parts with a wax-base cleaner 
or fine steel wool. Once each 
season, apply a car paste wax 
to restore luster tothe frames. 
LOCKJAW 

Are you and your family 
protected against tetanus? The 
disease is commonly refefred 
to as lochjaw. 

If you’re planning to gar- 
den this year, you should be 
immunized In fact, every- 
one should be protected -- a 
gardener or not. Tetanus ge- 
rms lie dormant in farm soil, 
city grit and household dirt. 
And they can contaminate wo- 
unds from car accidents,‘spo- 
rts injuries, play mishaps, gar- 
dening, -or from natural disas- 
ters, fires or explosions. 

After an initial series of 
injections, a booster is needed 
only every 10 years. Chil- 
dren under six should have a 
series of three pediatric shots; 
those over six need a series 
of two adult doses. 

If you aren’t protected and 
get a tetanus-prone would, ch- 
eck with your doctor to see if 
you need a booster for imme- 
diate protection. Once symp- 
toms develop, poison can’t be 
stopped Over 50 percent of 
those who develop tetanus die. 
HOUSE PLANTS 

Move your house plants out- 
doors for the summer, but be 
sure you put them in shady ar- 
eas Most house plants will 
scorch if placed in full sun. 

Indoor plants that are mo- 
ved outdoors need watering of- 
ten. For best growing condi- 
tions and less frequent wat- 
erings, put mulch, such as 
Sawdust or pinestraw, around 
the pot This. will conserve 
moisture and help keep the 
roota cooler

tall and spindly, after spending

In 1974, their calves, still not 
creep fed, averaged 425 pounds 
and graded 12.7, County Ex- 
tension Chairman Robert Rey- 
nolds said, “Increasing your 
weaning weights by 25 pounds 
and improving your quality one- 
half grade in one year is great 
in anybody's book - 

How did these two opera- 
tions go about improving their 
herds so quickly? ; 

Larkins and the Baxleys 
see the BCIA as a guide in 
culling broods cows and buying 
bulls to get the kind of brood 
stock that will allow them to 
improve their herds. As part 
of the program they keep close 
records on each cow and her 
calf, Calves are weighed and 
graded and the information fed 
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County Farm Agent. “It pro- 
vides Larkins with a means 
for culling his herd. By just 
looking at his. scores he can 
see the poor producers, if he 
has any.” 

He can also run a cross- 
check on each bull to see what 
type job he is doing for him. 
He uses the cross-check in 
buying bulls, When Ne picks 
a bull he wants one with a 
higher index than his herd av- 
erage. 

“To make progress you've 
got to continually buy and se- 
lect bulls that have a better 
performance record than the 
cows in your herd,” Larkins 
said. He only keeps the top 
25 per cent of each year’s 
herd, and selects replacement

heifers with better perfor- 
mance records than his herd. 

Larkins has other manage- 
ment practices which he be- 
lieves pay off in improving 
his herd. His breeding sea- 
son starts March | and ends 
June 31. He provides his herd 
with good grazing and a bal- 
anced ration. 

No. 423 is one of his top 
bulls. Larkins said, “If thé 
bull continues to develop he’! 
be my herd bull in the future. 
Born on February 16, the bull 
weighed 825 pounds on Novem- 
ber 14.” 

Larkins is also keeping his 
eye on Number 4120. “This 
bull was born March 13 and 
weighed 931 pounds on weigh- 
ing day,” said Larkins. “The 
father of this bull sold for

THE ELBA CLIPPER 


1975 PEANUT SUPPORT 
PROGRAM 


Provisions of the 1975 Pea- 
nut Program including a mini- 
num national average support 
level of $388.50 per ton were 
announced today by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
The .minimum support level 
for 1975 crop peanuts repre- 
sent 75 per cent of the peanut 
parity price for June 1975. The 
support level for 1974 crop 
peanuts was $366.00 per ton. 

The 1975 Peanut Program 
is essentially the same as the 


1974 program in that (1) Pea- 
nuts found to contain visible 
aspergillus flavus mold will be 
ineligible for support. (2) Pro- 
ducers will be required to 
assume a charge for storage, 
handling and inspection, and 
(3) Commodity Credit Corpor- 
ation’s minimum sales policy 
for diversion sales will be 
100 percent of the loan level. 

The Agricultureal Act of 
1949 provides for peanut sup- 


port at a level between 75 and 
0 percent of parity depending 
on the percentage which the 
total supply of peanuts is in 
relation to the normal supply 
at the beginning of the mar- 
keting year. 

The national average sup- 
port level will be adjusted up- 
ward at the beginning of the 
marketing year, August 1, 1975, 
if at that time a combination 
of the parity price and the 
supply percentage results ina 
higher legal minimum support 
level. A later announcement 
will list the support level of 
1975 crop peanuts by type of 
kernels. foreign material and 
other factors. 

Support will be available 
through loans and purchases. 
Loans to approved grower as- 
sociations cooperating in ma- 
king support available to far- 
mers will mature on demand 
by the Comnfodity Credit Cor- 
poration. 


“Everybody Does It” 


Pedestrian Jenks, bowled over 
by un automobile, decided to sue 
the motorist for damages. But in 
a court hearing, the motorist 
pointed out that Jenks had been 
crossing in the middle of the 
block 

“What of it?” countered Jenks. 


“Crossing in the> middle of the 
block happens to be the custom- 


ary thing at that particular loca- 
tion. As long as everybody does 
it, that can't .be held against me.” 


However, the court ruled that 
Jenks was indeed guilty of negli- 
gence—regardless of the cus- 
tom. The judge said the mere fact 
that many people do something 
wrong does not make it right. 

This is the law's usual attitude 
toward those who follow someone 
else’s bad example. And it applies 
not only to those who suffer an in- 
jury but also to those who inflict 
an injury. 

For example: 

An eight-year-old boy threw a 
rock at a playmate, damaging his 
eye. In the litigation that followed, 
the defense attorney tried to ex- 
cuse his young client by arguing 
that “healthy boys of his age have 
done (the same thing) from time 
immemorial.” 

But again the court ruled that 
rock-throwing, however common, 
was still wrongful because of its 
inherent danger. 

On the other hand, while cus- 
tom does riot excuse negligence, 
it may at least shed light on what 
negligence is. In another case, a 
hurrying shopper crashed into the 
plate glass door at a market, shat- 
tering the glass. She claimed dam- 
ages later on the ground that the 
panel should have been thicker. 

But experts testified that the 
glass was of standard thickness, 
the kind used almost universally 
in market doors. Dismissing the 
woman's claim, the court said the 
custom of the trade was persua- 
sivé evidence that the company 
had simply not done anything 
wrong.

Velma Taylor, who lives 
only approximately 500 yards 
from the point of impact, said 
“I saw the plane on fire in the 
air, and I heard two loud ‘pops’ 
and when it hit the ground 
there was another large pop.” 

Jasper Thomaston, a far- 
mer who lives approximately 
one mile from the scene of 
the crash, reported, “I was sit- 
ting in the house and heard 
something. I though’ some- 
thing had fallen on the house. 
An instant later, I heard so- 
mething again and ran outside 
and saw two parachutes com- 
ing down. About that time I 
heard a loud explosion, I guess 
that was when it hit the 
ground.” ;
